HOLLYWOOD, ‘Oct. 24 (UP)—

‘Ship's Roll Too Much For Traveler 
Just Home From Seeing The World 


“Traveling was wonderful, but 
oh! . how ‘those ships 
roll!” says Miss Pauline Chiko, 
who left home in Victoria a little 
over two years ago, intent on 
seeing how the rest of the 
world lived, 

Her trip by sea to New Zea- 
land was “not too bad,” but on 
later journeys “it was too much 
Mfor me!” % 

Miss.Chiko. stayed.in: New: Zea» 
land for three months, then with 
two other girls she hitch-hiked 
all over Australia. 

“It’s hard to say what was out: 
standing on this trip, but one 
thing that stands out in my 
mind was the 62-mile hike on 
Cradle Mountain Walk,” she 
commented. “It was really hectic 
at the time, but I'm glad now 
that I ‘didn’t miss it.” 

This walk is a mountainous 
reserve .in. Tasmania. and -the 
only way it can be covered is by 
actual hiking. For those who 
like outdoor recreation and en- 
joy beautiful scenery it would 
be worth it, but if you didn’t the 
five days it takes to cover the 
Walk would be a horrible ordeal. 

“Each night we stayed at cab- 
ins along the way,” she said. “We 
carried all our food with us, 
which made our packs weigh 
about 35 pounds. The more we 
ate, the lighter they got.”

STOCKHOLM, Oct. 24 (Reu- 
ters}—-Russia'’s multiple minis 
tries are sending out millions of 
forms telling workers that they 
mush work harder and produce 
nore next year. 

But there is no talk of higher 
wages for them 

For weeks the ministries have 
holding with 
trade unions leaders. in Moscow 
and other cities to draw up next 
These 
fix the output of each industry, 
and the amount which the state 
is prepared to pay. 

The next step has been for the 
union leaders to allocate the 
fixed preduction quotas and the 
fixed wage scales among the 
different factories Long, in- 
volved forms are used. 

When the factory manage 
ments and local union officials 
have studied the forms, they will 
call meetings of the workers to 
discuss them. The workers will 
be told: “Our factory must pro- 
duce so many thousand tractors, 
say, next year for a cost of so 
much. What are your sugges 
tions?"

In practice, all that the 
workers have to do is to suggest 
ways of turning out more trac- 
tors for less money. To suggest 
fewer tractors for more money 
would be to attack the plan and 
to attack the plan is sabotage 
under Soviet law. 

If a worker has bright ireas, 
he is given a chance to try them 
out. If he increases his produc- 
tion, he can quality as a shock 
worker and treble his salary. 

Shock workers also get 
best houses. 

Unlike western trades unions, 
the Soviet unions are not con- 
cerned with obtaining higher 
wages for their members. Their 
task is to see that the workers 
fulfil the production plans. 

The Soviet-penal code gives the 
unions a big stick te brandish 
over the workers while they see 
that the plan is carried out.
